THE MAKING AND KEEPING OF A LAWN. 


| The successful keeping as well as making of a 
} beautiful lawn lies most largely in the thorough 
} preparation, before a seed is sown. 

In fitting the ground care should be taken to 
have the work properly done throughout. If 
there is grading to be done the top soil to the 
depth of six to eight inches should first be re- 
moved to one side; finish with the top soil after 
the grade is complete. This should be thoroughly 


harrowed and raked to reduce to as fine a cond1- | 


tion as possible, as well as to level it, as nothing 
detracts so much from the appearance of a lawn 
as an uneven surface. Sow the seed as early in

STRAWBERRIES. 


Strawberries will succeed in any soil that is adapted to ordinary farm or garden crops. 
Soil should be thoroughly prepared to a good depth, well drained and enriched. Vegetabie 
manure (muck, rotten turf, wood soil, ashes, etc.) is the best. F or 5 
field culture set in rows 3 to 3% feet apart, 15 to 18 inches in 
rows; for garden, 15 inches apart each way, leaving pathway 
every third row. To produce fine, large fruit, keep in hills. 
pinching runners off as soon as they appear. Ground should 
always be kept clean and well cultivated. In winter a covering 
of leaves, straw or some kind of litter will protect the plants. iis 
‘ Do not cover them until ground is frozen or so deep as to IMPERFECT 
smother the plants, and remove covering before growth starts FLOWER.
